Art. 5. To see what discount the town will allow for prompt payment 
of taxes. 


Art, 6. To see what action the town will take in pera to several mat- 
ters pertaining to schools, how they will apply the Literary Fund, how 
they will assign the school money, what sum they will raise in addition 
to the amount required by law to be raised for the support.of schools, to 
choose a special committee, to see what business arrangement they will 
conclude through their special committee with the Trustees of the Bar- 
nard School Fund sarqably to Cheb, 90, Sect. 15, General Laws of 
New Hampshire. 

Art. 7. To see what “ey will do with the grass at the Pool, Beach and 
Burying Grounds. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will dispense with the Liquor Agency. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will continue the remodeling and repairing 
of the Town House and raise money for the same. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will purchase a Patent Road Maker or 
Road Machine of Pennock’s, or similar make. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will adopt the amendment enacted at the 
last session of the General Court in relation to the delivery of blank in- 
ventories. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will adopt the amendment enacted at the 
last session of the General Court in relation to the duties of Town 
Treasurer and Selectmen.

Many friends were present at the closing examination and greatly en- 
joyed the occasion. ‘There is good material in this school. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


This school was under the instruction of Miss. Josie B. Shaw, who 
taught it the previous year. She maintained the reputation she had ac- 
quired for thoroughness and faithfulness. 

The district have done a comendable thing in repairing and furnish- 
ing the house and have now a nicely finished and neatly furnished 
school-room.

VauatTion By State Boarp or Equatization Sepr. 1883. 


After the return of the inventory to the State, in 1882, the Selectmen 
were informed by the State Board of Equalization that, as shown by 
real sales during a period of sixteen months, we were making our ap- 
praisements at seventy five per cent. of the actual value of the property; 
again in March 1883, we were informed by them that the Assessor's 
valuation upon the actual value of the real estate as shown by real estate 
sales in town, was fifty seven per cent.— that their duty was plain and 
imperative, — that it was expressed in the word ‘‘doomage.” 

The Selectmen informed the Board that the information furnished 
them was grossly inaccurate, and that we wished them to investigate 
more thoroughly as to how our property in town was being appraised. 


In Sept. 1883 we were informed by the Board that in ‘‘equalizing” 
the values of the several towns they had added materially to the valu- 
ation of many of them, but in case of South Hampton they had reduced 
its valuation upwards of $12000 so that the present value upon the prop. 


erty returned by the Selectmen is $235,670 
To this sum they have added Railroad stock, 1,020 
Savings Bank deposits, 4,699 
Making the total valuation $241,389 


By this reduction, our State, County and School taxes will be much 
reduced; formerly the amount to be paid by us on each $1000 of State 
Tax was $1.29, now we are required to pay but $1.06.
